During the past summer One of the 
roses upon an old fashioned cinnamon 
rose bush furnished ati example of 
botanical metamorphosis. According 
to Grey, the green leaf is the basis of 
all other foliage forms, and the parts 
of the flower are transformed or meta- 
morphosed, (changed by development 
by means of a controlling power) into 
sepals, petals, stamens, pistils; should

When looked at -threugh a 
magnifying glass, this extra seeming 
brd appeared to be surrounded by a 
circle of. long, narrow, thickened, 
downy covered irregular gréen leaves, 
in shape like the transformed stamens 
or apparent petals... When. the green 
encircling leaflets were picked_apart, 
there Appeared within a pale green 
cluster of ovale like bodies terminating 
in_pistils; the\ centre looked-like a’bud, 
but on closer inspection there’ was no 


regularity of.parts. I am inclined to 
consider it a case of partial transforma- 


tions and metamorphoses—an approach |

If a 
man is wanted who is not a subscriber 
to the long distance service, he is hunted 

| up and brought to a central station 

| without charge. 
When two people get fairly.gtartéd on 

a long distance interview, they can talk 

from 400 to 600 words in five aninutes, 

according to'the subject and their famil- 
iarity with it. Itis a fact that most in- 

. terviews end before the unit of time has 

elapsed, One New York woman who 

| had her son at South Bend, Ind., where 
| he isat school, called up anxiously, asked 
| her startled hopeful if she had put his

not maliciously carried. off-his«father’s 
razor and if his tooth had stopped ach- 
ing. Being. satisfactorily answered on

~ Business “men chiefly use the long dis- 
tance service to consult about terms of 
contraets or to report. the text of con- 
| tracts which must be repeated to insure 
| accuracy. 
The chief cifferéice between the long 
' distance and the short circuits is that in 
the former what is called a metallic sery- 
ice is used—that is, in talking between 
New York and Chicago, a distance of 
/ 1,000 miles; the service is.really over 2,000 
miles of wire, as the wire, instead of be- 
| ing grounded at both ends to complete 
the circuit, is doubled or-looped-to-make 
the complete circuit metallic. The in- 
| structions for speaking and listening are 
the same as those pristed for the use of 
| the ordinary telephone, and. the result, 
| so far as hearing is concerned, is rather 
| better over a thousand miles than over 
one. This is owing to the metallic: cir- 
| cuit, which does away with the madden- 
ing burr-r-r resulting from induction 
| and from the use of a heavier and’ su- 
perior copper wire. The wire used in 
‘the long distance service weighs 870 
| pounds a mile, the ordinary service wire 
| weighing but 840 pounds, 
.. Mr. Meaney said that while there was 
no mecifanical reason why the seryice 
should not be continued across the con- 
tinent, it is not probable that, for the 
| present-at-least,-it-will--gobeyond the 
Mississippi river, owing to the great cost 
| of construction, operating and mainte- 
nance expenses. When these facts had

IN NEW ZEALAND. 


At Barnard College—Women Factory Ip-

New. Zealand may-claim an honorable 
place in history as the first of the Eng- 
lish colonies to give women equal polit- 
ical rights with men. The: bill bestow- 
ing full suffrage upon women has passed 
both houses of the legislature and has 
just been signed by the governor. This 
is the third year’s trial. of. the bill, 
Twice before it has passed the lower 
house to be killed in the upper. All 
women, married or single, vote with the 
same privileges and restrictions as their 
__husbands and brothers. Next December 
the election will be held under the new 
law. The.only other state in the world 
where the women have the same polit- 
ical status as men is the young state of | 
Wyoming in this country. 

In England unmarried women have a, 
vote-in all except—parliamentary elec- 
tions, and the struggle is now to the.end 
that women may help elect M:. P’s, A 
division of sentiment, however, weakens 
the movement, for a wing of the suffrage 
party thinks efforts should be made at the 
same time to enfranchise marrie¢é: wom- 
en. In time both objects will be accom- 
plished. In the meantime one o/ the 
faraway colonies of Great Britain has 
taken a great stride along the line of 
progress and left the mother country to 
» followin the wake. No doubt woman 
| suffrage in New Zealand will prove to
